EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


Delay Justified 


Once again the Urban Renewal spokesmen have an- 


nounced a delay in presenting their report to the voters - 
the special town meeting is now scheduled for October. 

Although the several-times delayed subject is of para- 
mount importance to the community, many persons have 
been prone to grumble whenever there. has been a new 


timetable suggested, for valid reasons. 


Far from being annoyed by the delay, we feel that the 
Urban Renewal authorities have good reasons to put off 
their request. It is obvious that, until Washington ap- 
proves the basic plan, we can not act on it; it is equally 
obvious that considerable time must be taken in the ed- 
ucational approach to the town. This subject is under- 


stood by few, but is misunderstood by many. Only a 


lengthy program, involving presentation of all of the data 
contained in the report, will serve to properly inform the 


voters. 


The involvement of the Co-Op in the study, as possible 
developers, is yet another reason why the delay is ad- 
vantageous. If that organization determines to present 
plans for the commercial development of two areas, we 
should certainly wait and see them before acting on the 


over-all renewal proposition. 


On Your Feet, Men 


The question of reconsideration of a vote at town meet- 
ing is usually decided negatively - on the grounds that 
some voters have left the hall, following the original 
moderator, reconsideration 


decision. Thus, 


rules 
would be unfair to them. 

Last Saturday, the president of the Taxpayers Associa- 
tion asked for a recount - not reconsideration - of the 


the 


close vote on a zoning amendment. 


By the time he had done the necessary mathematics 
which indicated the closeness of the vote, the meeting 
had started to discuss the next article. The moderator 
ruled that any motion to recount the vote must wait until 
the new discussion was completed - and then ruled that 


it was too late to recount because some voters had left 


the hall. 


All of this points up the personal authority vested in 
the moderator, and the need for speedy action when a 
recount is desired. For as soon as the official vote is 
announced, the moderator moves on to the next article, 
and then it is too late. 

Apparently anyone thinking that it may be desirable to 
have a recount should be on his feet even before the vote 
is announced, and request it hurriedly before the 


article can be called. 


Such a lesson presumably has been learned, and there 


\ 


next 


will be greater speed shown in the future, when recounts 


are indicated. 


Unanimous Decision 


Although much has been written over the years about 


the extensive authority of the Board of Appeals, appar- 
ently some townspeople do not realize that the Board 


must act unanimously. 


Frequent references have been heard about two or three 
men establishing policy. 
This is not the case - all three members of the Board 


must agree, or the petition is defeated. While this is an 


unusual power, granted to few boards in the Common- 


wealth, the Board of Appeals has this authority via the 
state legislature and specific statutes. 

Thus, in Andover, when the Board considers such a 
thing as the location of a dump, all three members must 


be in agreement. I t seems to us that this is substantial 


protection for the town - we can not imagine all three 
members agreeing on any action that would be detrimental 


to the town. 


Keep Alert 


We were frankly surprised at the unqualified endorse- 
ment given to the Rogers Brook reconstruction project at 


town meeting. 


But now that the voters have acted, the town should 


move forward promptly to carry out its part of the bargain. 

We will continue to keep our fingers crossed, in rela- 
tion to the town’s partnership with the state Division of 
Waterways. But if municipal officials keep their eyes 
wide open all the time when dealing with this organiza- 
tion, possibly there will be no insurmountable problems 


develop.

The heavy rainstorm and thaw 
Tuesday afternoon and night creat- 
ed havoc in the town streets and 
for a time Wednesday, had inter- 
fered with traffic on the Bay State 
Street Railway. Most troublesome 
spot was in Frye Village, at the 
corner of Lowell and Main sts. 
Hussey’s pond spilled over its 
banks, and the run-way water join- 
ed the stream rushing down Low- 
ell st. into the square, Uptown, 
water from Summer st. area ran 
swiftly across the fields and flood=- 
ed the basement of Frank E. 
Dodge’s barn on Park st. Fire 
broke out in several barrels of 
lime stored in the cellar, when 
they got wet. 

J. P. West, the local baker, 
will open an up-to-date store on 
Park st. where Buxton and Cole- 
man were formerly located, within 
two weeks, 

25 Years Ago — March, 1937 

The town meeting took time 
out from local business to debate 
national affairs. Adopted was a 
resolution to be sent to all Sena- 
tors and Congressmen, in opposi- 
tion to the proposed legislation to 
**pack’’ the Supreme Court. The 
resolution noted that this attempt 
to dominate one branch of the 
government by another should be 
defeated. 

About 900 voters were at town 
meeting and they kept the tax 
rate down, at least to $30 - the 
same as last year. After the Tax= 
payers Association put a chart 
up on the platform indicating what 
each additional appropriation 
meant in taxes, the voters were 
very careful. As soon as the $30 
rate was reached, they began vot- 
ing against article after article in 
the warrant, 

Harold Walker, a guard, was 
elected captain of the 1938 basket- 
ball team. He is the third mem- 
ber of his family to lead a Pune 
chard team, His brothers Clifford 
and Howard (Mickey) each cap= 
tained one of the Punchard base- 
ball teams. 

The Board of Public Works ran 
into a lot of trouble at town meet= 
ing. Voters squabbled over the 
snow removal appropriation of 
$10,000, even though most of last 
year’s $25,000 was actually need- 
ed. Then the meeting narrowly 
missed defeating the usual appro=' 
priation for hard-paving streets; 


then voted against two cars al- 
though the old ones are near- 
wrecks; then beat the proposed 
boiler for the pumping station. 
Several new members were 
elected to the Spring Grove Ceme= 
tery Board of Trustees at town 
meeting, following repeated crit- 
icism that the members to this 
time have not been working har- 
moniously. 
10 Years Ago — March, 1952 


An appropriation of $1,268,860 
for regular budgets plus $36,500 
in special articles were voted at 
town meeting Monday night, and 
the meeting adjourned to the fol- 
lowing Monday when midnight ap~- 
proached, Some 20 articles remain 
to be acted upon. 

The express train to Boston will 
make a special stop in Andover 
at 1:12 p.m. Friday, to pick up 
Punchard rooters who want to 
attend the 2 p.m. basketball tourna- 
ment game in the Boston Garden. 

A former resident, Robert W. 
Bates of Ventura, Cal., writes to 
the Townsman telling about finding 
the grave of a another former 
resident of this town, in a ghost 
town cemetery in Nevada, Bates 
said the grave was marked with 
a handsome marble stone, amid 
the wreckage of wooden markers 
and picket fences of old. Buried 
there was Asa W. Phelps, 28, 
second lieutenant of the Silver 
City Guards, who died Oct. 15, 
1862. He lies in a cemetery about 
two miles from the famed Vir- 
ginia City. Still legible carving 
on the stone indicates the high 
regard citizens of the area had 
for Lt. Phelps.
